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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nystrom et al. has 
been withdrawn. New rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112 are as following. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification does not teach that "the pilot channel comprises data frames 
comprising p time slots (see figure 6) and each time slot is packed with m preselected 
pilot symbols after spread spectrum and scrambling." 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear what the limitation of "after spread spectrum and scrambling" 
means. It is also unclear whether "spread spectrum and scrambling" refers to spreading 
and scrambling for data frames or pilot symbols. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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7. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated by 
Jamal et al. (US 5,930,366). 

As shown in figures 1-7, Jamal et al. discloses a pilot synchronization channel 
structure for CDMA system, comprising: 

(1) regarding claim 1: 

a synchronization channel (SCH) (for example, combined channel in figure 7); 

a pilot channel overlapping the SCH (for example, pilot channel in figure 7, 
column 6, lines 1-25); wherein, the pilot channel comprises data frames comprising p 
time slots (see figure 6) and each time slot is packed with m preselected pilot symbols 
(column 2, lines 45-56, column 3, lines 6-17, and column 12, lines 44-65). 

(2) regarding claim 4: 

wherein all of the m pilot symbols are 1 or-1 (column 12, lines 44-65).
